Now know ye that/the Suid Henry Yearborn for and in 
consideration of the premises and for and in consideration of one 
dollar, money of the United States te me in hand Paid, by the said 
Tuscarora Nation of Indians on or before the sealing una delivery 
of these presents the(receinr whereof is hereby acknowledged) 
have granted bargained sold aliened enfeoffed and confirmed and by 
these presents do grant bargain sell, eins, enfeoff, release and 
confirm u:.to the said Tuscarora Nation of Indians and their suc- 
cessors and assigns forever. All the said thirteen several lots or 


pieces of lend situete lying and being in the County of Genesee, in 


the State of New York hereinbefore particularly recited and described, 


Together with all and singular the ways, woods, mines, fincruls, 


fossils, quarrieS,ores, sayanuas, carshes, water, watercourses 
rights, liberties, privileges, hereditements and appurtenances 


whetsoever on to the said above mentioned arà thirteen lots or 


pieces of lend respectively belonging or in anywise epperteining 
and the reversion and reversions, remainder and remeinders, rents 
issues and prifits thereof and of every part thereof. And all 
the estate right title interest or cleim weten,fthe seid Henry 
Dearborn my leirs or assigns have or could receive under th 
indenture above recited.

And the said Henry Dearborn do by these presents 
covenant that I and oy heirs shall and vill et any time hereafter 
sake, execute and acknowledge any other instrument or instruments 
of writing which shall be necessary for the full and complete con 
veyance in fee simple of the hereditaucnts hereby granted or 
intended to b. granted or conveyed premises unto the seid Tuscarora 
Nation @f Indians, their successors and essigns. And ell the estate 
right title or claim whici I the said Henry Dearborn my heirs or 
assigns did or could acquire by from or under the indenture 
hereinaoove recited enä that I the said Henry Dearborn a nå ny 
heirs wil. at all times hereafter warront or defend these presents 
and the lands and premises with the appurtenances hereby granted or 
intended to be conveyed unto the said Tuscarora lotion of Indians, 
their successors and assigns against all claius arising by or from 
or under me, my heirs or assigns,
